The bauxite is unloaced on the loading platforms, but a stock pile is built 


up around the storage sheds, particularly in the autumm, when supplics are 
being prepared for the wintery closing of the bauxite mines. 
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The installation includes 12 "Kelly" filters (for extraction of iron, titaniun, 
ete.). There is alsoa 2m. long rotary furnace (for the extraction of water) 
which is heated by oil, and an installation of the Swiss type, for production 
of Na OH out of red scrap. It is planned to install a "K8rting" and a "lydrau= 
lisator", but they are not in use at present.
